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Private Road Plow Requests Vex Denham 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Although the meeting was for departmental fiscal 
year 2016 budget review, everyone at the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee meeting on February 4 felt Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham' s pain.

Fresh from many days of plowing and managing 
the snow removal activities of the Highway Department, 
Denham shared some of the backlash he has received. 
Specifically, he said the problem was with private roads 
that are not part of the Town's private road maintenance 
program. 

Of the approximately 60 miles of roadway in 
Mattapoisett, 16 miles fall into the category of private. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said that 
in order for the Town to provide snow plowing and 
grading services to private roads, those roads must meet 
certain criteria established by both town bylaws and state 
regulations. 

Many private roads in town do meet the 
requirements, and the residents living on those roads 
have submitted the necessary documents that allow the 
Highway Department to perform maintenance work; 
however, the scope of that work is limited. 

"Private roads are driving us absolutely bonkers," 
said Denham. 

Denham' s office had received numerous calls and 
some emails from residents whose roads are not included 
in the program but who still demand that plowing be 
done. Several of those who have complained about lack of 
attention have insisted that they need the Town to plow 
for safety reasons. 

Denham said in situations when the Police or 
Fire Department is dispatched to a residence on a private 
road that has not been plowed, the Highway Department 
is also dispatched to clear the road for the emergency 
vehicles. He said that many private roads are really 
nothing more than long private driveways with a single 
home at the end, clearly making it unacceptable to the

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private road maintenance program. 

The program requires that the road have at 
least three people living on it and that the road remains 
open to the residents of the community, not just those 
residents living on the private way. A qualified private 
road also requires that the majority of the residents living 
on the road agree to the terms and conditions set by the 
Town, and the road must meet certain dimensions for 
accessibility by town vehicles. 

Finance Committee member Pat Donoghue said 
that in several private beach areas - areas where the Town 
is providing road maintenance services - large signs 
declaring the area to be private seem to conflict with the 
rule that the road remain open to the public. Gagne said 
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he would look into where those signs are located and find 
out what can be done about removing them. 

''We simply don't have the manpower or money/' 
Denham stated regarding the limitations of providing 
service to private roads. "They are relentless," he said of 
private road residents demanding the service. 

Denham said that of the $70,000 snow removal 
budget the Highway Department started with at the 
beginning of the season, only about $10,000 remains. 
Gagne and Denham both commented that snow removal 
was the one budgetary line item that may exceed its 
denoted figure. 

In other matters. Chief Assessor Kathleen 
Costello, during her Assessor's Office report, noted that 
the new GIS mapping system (geographical information 
system) has been useful to her office as well as other 
departments at Town Hall. 

Used for mapping all the buildings in town 
among other things, it will also be used by the animal 
control officer. Highway and Sewer Departments, and 
harbormaster, thus making it an integral resource tool for 
diverse areas of responsibility. 

Implementation of the GIS system will also allow 
residents to view maps on the Town's website, including 
FEMA map overlays. 

Costello applauded the work done by Highway 
Department employee Nick Nelson whose computer skills 
have aided in implementing the GIS program. 

Earlier in the evening, Gagne praised the work 
done by Brenda Herbeck, treasurer / collector, in assisting 
the Town in tax title property sales garnering $300,000 
in land sales. He said there would be another sale before 
the end of 2015, which he believes will have a value of 
approximately $150,000. Those funds will be earmarked 
for extensive roadwork that is being planned. 

All departments meeting with FinCom on this 
night presented level-funded budgets, except where 
necessary to meet retirement packages or health care 
coverage. 

Those budgets were: tax collector - $190,000; town 
accountant - $137,000; Highway Department $540,000; 
assessors - $154,700; Building Department /Inspectional 
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Services and Zoning Board of Appeals - $207,000. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for February 11 at 6:30 pm in the 
town administrator's office. 

Building Commissioner Comments 
on 'Big Box' Bylaw 

Marion Planning Board Subcommittee

The Marion Planning Board Master Plan/ 
Bylaw Subcommittee, which set out to formulate a new 
"Formula Business'' Bylaw to protect the character of 
Marion and restrict the construction of "big box" stores, 
has moved beyond the rhetoric of CVS and drive-thru 
windows typical of one of its meetings and arrived at a 
place of precariousness - creating a bylaw that does not 
conflict with or duplicate already existing zoning bylaws. 

The current draft bylaw, which continues to 
evolve, actually proposes three separate bylaws to 
address the three issues of dimensional use, formula 
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business, and blight/ nuisance. 

The draft Dimensional Use Bylaw proposes 
adding two more columns to the existing Dimensional 
Requirements Table, addressing maximum lot coverage 
and minimum green space. 

It gives ratios for all business zoning districts and 
proposes a ratio of 60 percent lot coverage and 20 percent 
green space for the general business zone. 

Discussion began with the acknowledgement that 
this proposed bylaw might already conflict with existing 
zoning regulations. 

Vice-Chairman of the subcommittee Norman 
Hills right away asked how someone came up with the 
ratios proposed and called the numbers "absurd.'' 

"Some of these numbers..." said Hills. "You could 
still come up with a pretty damned big building." He 
suggested separating impervious surfaces like walkways 
and parking lots from the building lot coverage to address 
them as separate entities, in his words. 

Subcommittee member Ted North mentioned 
capping the building size in Marion to not exceed 
maximum building dimensions of "X, Y, and Z" as the 
way to go. 

Although this draft bylaw would have no affect 
on a tentatively proposed CVS for the corner of Front 
Street and Route 6, Hills acknowledged that CVS was the 
impetus for the Zoning Bylaw Subcommittee's efforts to 
protect the character of the town. 

"Fm not sure this solves that problem," said Hills. 
"This whole concept needs to be flushed out one time so 
we don't keep springing back trying to solve the same 
problem. We need numbers that are going to do what 
we want them to do. And that's something you can't do 
overnight." 

Hills said the bylaw should address minimum lot 
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size, but was wary of how the subcommittee could avoid 
conflicting with current zoning bylaws. 

''You twist something here and something else 
falls off the edge over here/' said Hills. 

In a memorandum to Planning Board Chairman 
Steve Kokkins, Building Commissioner Scott Shippey 
responded to the draft bylaws the board sent to him 
for comment, saying right away that he found several 
conflicts and issues. 

"The proposed 'Maximum Lot Coverage' and 
'Minimum Green Space Coverage' numbers may be in 
conflict with other existing bylaws," wrote Shippey. "Most 
of the lots in Marion are preexisting nonconforming 
lots and are already held to only 40% coverage . . . for 
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residential districts.'' 

Shippey also wrote that general, marine, and 
limited industrial zones are already required to maintain 
20 percent of the lot area as "open space.'' Under the 
proposed bylaw, marine and limited industrial would be 
at 70 percent max lot coverage and 30 percent green space. 

"This is a very difficult task for a proposed 
business to achieve in accordance with the existing 
bylaws and the new proposed bylaw," stated Shippey. 
"The numbers do not match up and are in direct conflict 
with existing bylaws." 

During discussions about the draft Formula 
Business Bylaw, the subcommittee again acknowledged 
that the Town cannot exclude the so-called 'big box' stores 
from coming to Marion, but they can restrict them. 

"Which we have done," stated North. Hills 
replied, "Which is what we are trying to do." 

There was talk about businesses using large 
windows to display signs typical of a franchise, and the 
subcommittee debated whether restricting that is beyond 
the Planning Board's purview of regulating the exterior of 
the building and not the interior. 

North reminded the subcommittee that the bylaw 
seeks mainly to define a formula business and make the 
determination for the site plan review process. 

"We restrict signage on the outside," as well as 
certain elements of a formula business, said Subcommittee 
Chairman Rico Ferrari. "And we dumb it down, yet we 
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have glass space that dumbs it back up because you can 
see it from the outside/' 

After some discussion, the subcommittee 
determined that this matter would fall under the Town's 
sign ordinance, which is Shippey's territory 

Within the draft Formula Business Bylaw, 
there is language to regulate and minimize "business 
branding," anything on the exterior designed to identify 
the structure with any particular franchise or chain 
store. Under the draft bylaw, businesses would have to 
construct buildings more "consistent with the town's 
architectural composition, character, and historical 
context . . . including the preservation of the colonial and 
early New England styles, colors, and textures of a small 
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rural seaside community/' 

Shippey commented on this, writing: "I believe 
case law allows reasonable restriction but not exclusion." 
He continued, "Using the guidelines Marion has set 
forth for 'Big Box' stores can ensure the continuity and 
characteristic s of Marion." 

The sense of urgency of past meetings to have 
a Formula Business Bylaw for the May Town Meeting 
seems to have subsided, as subcommittee members 
acknowledge that there might not be enough time before 
article submission deadlines. 

"I'm not feeling the pressure . . . that pressure that 
was given with the solar bylaw..." said Ferrari. "I don't 
want to fall into that pitfall of hurry, hurry, hurry." 

Hills concurred, saying, "There doesn't seem to 
be a dying need for this right this second." 

Attention turned to the need to codify the Town's 
Zoning Bylaws, which some members have already 
discussed with the town administrator who mentioned 
hiring a contractor to assist in the process. 

After the meeting, Kokkins said the winter 
weather, which accounted for several cancelations and 
postponements of Planning Board and subcommittee 
meetings, was an impediment to the formula bylaw 
process. 

"At a point when time was very critical," added 
Kokkins. 

The subcommittee has not scheduled its next 
meeting, but the Marion Planning Board will meet on 
Tuesday, February 17 at 5:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Town Challenges NPDES Permit Demands

During a special meeting held specifically to 
address the EPA's draft NPDES permit, the Marion Board 
of Selectmen on February 5 were joined by consultant 
engineers from CDM Smith who schooled the selectmen 
on the history of the Town's wastewater treatment plant, 
the EPA's new stringent requirements, and a tentative $20 
million encumbrance for the Town. 
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The deadline for comments in response to the 
draft NPDES permit, which stands for Nation Pollution 
Discharge Elimination System, was the next day, leaving 
only 24 hours to challenge the draft permit and try to 
persuade the EPA to reconsider its strict new nitrogen, 
heavy metal, and other pollutant levels on the Town's 
wastewater treatment plant. 

CDM Smith Project Manager Shawn Syde told 
selectmen that this draft permit is so different than the 
last one issued that, even with the latest in wastewater 
technology, the new requirements would be impossible to 
reach. 

"It's very aggressive,'' said Syde, "and in our 
mind, unrealistic." 

The most significant, and most costly, change 
is the EPA's elimination of unlined lagoon use and the 
prohibiting of allowing the biosolids (sludge) to degrade 
naturally in the lagoons. 

Marion's three unlined lagoons off Benson Brook 
Road were built in the 1970s and are integral to the 
function of the wastewater treatment plant. The lagoons 
store untreated excess wastewater and treats activated 
sludge, which then biodegrades on its own. 

The draft permit would require the Town to have 
the sludge removed from the site for disposal. 

According to the data the EPA used to draft 
the NPDES permit, the lagoons are leeching into the 
groundwater and polluting Aucoot Cove and Sippican 
Harbor with nitrogen and other heavy metals, to which 
Syde said there is no proof. 

"Where we find ourselves right now is not 
because of something the Town of Marion has failed to 
do," said Selectman Stephen Gushing. "...They changed 
the rules on us." 

As part of its response, the Town will challenge 
the data the EPA used and allege that the EPA was too 
rigid in its requirements, essentially putting an undue 
financial burden on the Town by not allowing it to seek 
alternative methods to comply with the new pollutant 
levels. 

Capital costs to the Town that could exceed $20 
million would include sludge treatment and disposal. 
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the lining of the lagoons, the expanded filtration and 
monitoring of nitrogen, phosphorus, and other pollutants, 
and groundwater cleanup. 

'Tve never seen anything like this,'' said CDM 
Smith Vice President and expert on estuary science 
Bernadette Kolb via speakerphone during the meeting. 

The permit mandates a wastewater treatment 
plant upgrade as a solution to meet the new limits, which 
the CDM Smith representatives. Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson, and selectmen found unfair, since other 
alternatives exist that could meet the permit requirements. 

Some alternatives, said Syde, would be to cease 
using the effluent brook that delivers treated water into 
Aucoot Cove and instead run a pipe along the brook. 



Kolb said the Town could also create an outfall 
farther offshore to lessen the nitrogen impact the EPA says 
the wastewater treatment plant is causing along the shore. 
With that, said Kolb, there would be no need for nitrogen 
or phosphorus limits in the permit. 

''So there is some room for some give and take in 
this," said Chairman Jonathan Henry. Dawson told 
him, though, that the matter could go a number of ways. 

"We don't have any guarantee at this point that 
there will be any [give and take]," said Dawson. 

The EPA could grant the permit as-is, it could 
withdraw the draft permit and allow the Town to explore 
other options, "or it could go in between," said Dawson. 

Dawson said the Town's response "ought to give 
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the EPA pause to think/' 

After discussion, selectmen joked about renaming 
the unnamed 'effluent brook' to " Gushing' s Creek," 
eliciting laughter. Dawson then suggested "Dawson's 
Creek," which won them over. 

Selectmen Support ConCom Request 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Selectman Paul Silva made it abundantly clear 
at the February 10 meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
that he fully supported the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission's request to use Town funds in the ongoing 
legal processes associated with the Goodspeed Island 
private pier. 

The Conservation Commission asserted that 
they did not have adequate technical reports and data to 
approve Daniel DaRosa's application for the construction 
of a pier in excess of 180-feet extending into Mattapoisett 
Harbor. 

During an October public hearing, the 
commission had requested DaRosa supply additional 
documentation to quell a laundry list of environmental 
issues raised not only by the commission, but also by a 
growing citizen group who opposed the construction of 
the pier primarily due to its proposed size. 

DaRosa declined to provide additional data, and 
a continuance of his hearing forced the Conservation

Commission to decline his application. DaRosa then 
appealed that decision to the DEP, who superseded the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission decision. 

Now, with the ball back in their court, ConCom 
Chairman Bob Rogers asked for the financial support of 
the Town to appeal that decision. 

"Fve reviewed all the documents pertaining to 
this matter,'' said Silva, ''and I want to thank Bob for 
asking permission." He continued, "We need technical 
expertise ... if that pier breaks up, it would damage the 
sewer pipe." 

On this point, Silva said the security of the sewer 
pipe that crosses the Eel Pond breach has long been a 
concern. 

"I think it's our job to stand behind them 
and support them," Silva said of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne read into the 
record letters received from ConCom making the financial 
request and a letter from a coalition of 211 citizens 
opposed to the pier. 

Representing DaRosa, and present at the meeting, 
was John Gushue. He requested that the chairman allow 
him to provide information in support of his client's 
position. 

Silva was quick to point out that the board's 
meeting was not a hearing on the matter, but instead was 
simply a confirmation of support of a Town board and its

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request for financial backing. 

Gushue had submitted a three-page letter to 
the board, along with approximately two inches of 
documentation; however, those materials failed to reach 
the selectmen's office before the public meeting cut off 
date. 

Gagne was charged with contacting DEP 
Officer Dan Hill to discuss moving the March 5 DEP 
appeal hearing date to a day and time in April (at Old 
Hammondtown School) to give the Town and the public 
sufficient opportunity to prepare. This hearing, unlike the 
earlier DEP hearing that found in favor of DaRosa, will be 
a public forum. 

'T think the DEP needs to hear from the 
residents,'' said Silva. 

What remains now is whether the DEP will 
require the Town to pay for more in-depth technical 
evaluation of the project or will they require DaRosa to 
foot the bill. In closing out this subject, Silva said, "This is 
what we have attorneys for - to guide us." 

In other business, the long awaited Open Space 
Plan was presented to the selectmen. 

Gagne thanked those who worked on the project 
for two and a half years attending 27 meetings: John 
DeCosta, Liz Leidhold, Barry Denham, Nick Nicholson, 
and Melody Pacheco. 

Gagne stressed the importance of the document 
as critical when applying for state funds for everything 
from road repairs to recreational grants. 

Regarding snow removal efforts, Gagne said 
that the Highway Department needs the cooperation of 
residents to keep their snow removal efforts from spilling 
into public ways. He said that in spite of the significant 
snow events experienced so far this winter, the snow 
removal fund still had about $15,000 remaining. MEMA 
funds have been applied for. 

Gagne anticipates receiving $27,000. If, however, 
funds are exhausted, free cash would be tapped to keep 
the budget impact stabilized. 

Chapter 90 funds from the state increased from 
$228,000 to $342,000 Gagne reported, now that new 
Governor Charlie Baker has released the Chapter 90 funds

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former Governor Deval Patrick had been holding back. 
He said these monies would help defray the costs for 
repairs at Tinkham Pond dam and other roadway and 
sidewalk projects. 

Gagne also reported that Selectman Silva 
had found some grant application opportunities for 
waterfront improvements. He said that the Marine 
Advisory Board will be reviewing priorities at the historic 
wharves and also hoped to receive financial support 
from the Community Preservation Committee. He had 
previously filed an application with the CPC in excess of 
$200,000 for wharf repairs.

Wetland Bylaw Draft Being Reviewed 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

"Yvcv not trying to be a one-man brigade here . . . 
but it gives us the ability to defend ourselves in Superior 
Court/' began Chairman of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission Bob Rogers on February 9 as he explained 
his intent for drafting a local wetlands bylaw for public 
review. 

Rogers said a recent decision made by the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
- namely, the approval of Daniel DaRosa's large, private 
Goodspeed Island pier - conflicted with local community- 
wide sentiment. That, along with past decisions handed 
down by the commission, seemed to indicate the necessity 
of drafting a new wetlands bylaw that Town Meeting 
might embrace. 

A local wetlands bylaw could have bolstered the

commission's vote to deny DaRosa's application when 
DaRosa appealed it to the DER DaRosa's appeal was 
subsequently upheld by the DEP. 

The Conservation Commission has appealed 
the DEP decision on the pier, and the public hearing is 
scheduled for March 5 at 7:00 pm at Old Hammondtown 
School. 

Rogers will meet with the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectman on February 10 to formally request their 
support as the commission moves forward. (See Board of 
Selectman coverage in this issue of The Wanderer.)

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hundreds of acres of land now in protected status, as 
well as give them implementable regulations behind the 
Wetlands Protection Act. 

Commission member Peter Newton said that a 
previous attempt at passing a local wetlands bylaw was 
fraught with difficulties due to "too many cooks/' That 
effort, he said, produced a document that no one was 
happy with, was too convoluted, and lacked goals. It was 
not supported by the commission nor included on the 
warrant. 

Rogers will have the draft document posted on 
the Conservation Commission's webpage on the Town 
website, www.mattapoisett.net, as early as February 10. 
He said the draft is formatted after one used in Freetown, 
one that does not include storm water discharge 
language. Rogers felt that the State's Wetlands Protection 
Act covered that subject comprehensively. 

The following is an excerpt of the draft: 
..Except as permitted by the Conservation 
Commission or as provided by this bylaw, no person shall 
commence to remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, discharge 
into, or otherwise alter the following resource areas: 1) Within 
100-feet of any of the following: freshwater or coastal wetlands, 
marches, wet meadows, bogs, swamps, vernal pools, banks, 
reservoirs, lakes, flats, ponds of any size, rivers, streams, 
creeks, beaches, dunes, estuaries, the ocean, land under water 
bodies, lands subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater 
or surface water, lands subject to tidal action, coastal storm 
flowage or flooding. ..." 

Public hearings will be posted to vet the proposed 

bylaw. 

Another matter Rogers brought to the 
commission's attention was the need for full-time office 
and in-field support. 

In commenting on the fiscal year 2016 budget 
currently being developed by the Finance Committee, 
Rogers said that the part-time secretary and part-time 
agent were overwhelmed. 

The sheer volume of work they faced on a daily 
basis was reaching critical mass, as noted by the lack of 
meeting minutes for the commission to review, approve, 
and make available to the public.

during the January 13 meeting ordered a draft decision 
drawn up for approval during the February 10 meeting 
when the public hearing was closed and the decision 
ratified. 

The 26-foot LED lit sign with be visible from 
Interstate 495, the first of several other signs slated for the 
project that were withdrawn without prejudice during 
the previous meeting. 

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals had 
already granted a special permit for the signage, but the 
Planning Board ordered the developer to come to the 
Planning Board for a proper site plan review. 

The project also required several waivers, for 
example, to display a sign that is no more than 9 square- 
feet in size. 

There was a slight pause after Johnson called for 
a motion to approve, but once made, the motion passed 
swiftly. 

Also during the meeting, Kevin Forgue of G.A.F. 
Engineering explained an application for an Approval 
Not Required on behalf of applicants Dennis and Karen 
Clemishaw of 99 Perry's Lane. 

The Clemishaws were seeking the removal of 
lot lines separating property straddling the town line 
between Rochester and Marion in order to create frontage 
on Perry's Lane to access one of the lots with no direct 
access to the road. 

With no significant concerns, after a brief 
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discussion, the application was approved. 

In other matters, the board approved two 
separate site plans pertaining to The Pines at Hathaway 
Pond. 

Representatives from The Pines had previously 
engaged the board in discussion over the addition 
of several bulkheads to some of the units at the 
development, but the board requested that plans 
reflecting the bulkhead additions be submitted. 

The board issued four conditions on the plans 
before approval. 

Also discussed, a public forum to review the 
Limited Commercial District strategy is still in the works, 
with sickness and snow interfering with previously

scheduled dates. A February 21 date has been canceled, 
and the forum will now be held later in March. 

The Planning Board will meet with the Board of 
Selectmen on February 23 after their meeting to go over 
the strategy with them before moving forward with the 
public forum. 

'Tt would be nice if we could get together and 
discuss things before we went anywhere,'' said Johnson. 
'Tt'd be nice if the selectmen agreed with us before ... or 
suggested some alternatives.'' 

The selectmen withdrew any support they had 
for two articles the Planning Board had on the warrant 
during the Fall Special Town Meeting, and Johnson 
alluded to avoiding a similar situation at the Annual 
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Town Meeting in May. 

Johnson intends to present the selectmen with 
the draft bylaw at this stage in its development before 
moving forward any further. 

"And hopefully weTl have a cohesive document 
that we can bring to a [public] forum/' said Johnson. 

The Planning Board is looking at proposing 
two articles for the Town Meeting warrant - one that 
addresses the Limited Commercial District, which is 
roughly land surrounding the center of town, and the 
second will serve to add a definition of "mixed use" 
to the bylaw just in case the first article fails on Town 
Meeting floor. Johnson called it a 'failsafe.' 

Johnson also updated the board on the progress 
of hiring a consultant to assist the Town in codifying its 
zoning and general bylaws. 

The chairman told board members that Town 
Administrator Michael McCue presented him with one 
estimate for the work, totaling $12,000. 

"Which I can't support right now," said Johnson. 
"It seemed like a lot of words in there to justify a big price 
tag." 

Johnson pointed out that it was only one single 
estimate and he would keep the board updated as other 
estimates come in. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board is scheduled for February 24 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Strong Reaction to Proposed 'Delayed Start' 

Marion School Committee

The 'delayed start' program might work well at 
the high school, but Marion School Committee members 
were not as receptive toward bringing delayed start to 
Sippican School. 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos on 
February 5 proposed delayed start at Sippican as a way 
to effectively and economically deliver professional 
development to its teachers, without having to cram it all 
into the two existing PD days or paying extra for outside 
time because of contractual requirements. 
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According to Frangos, the proposal formed by the 
TLC subgroup on professional development would save 
the districts ''thousands upon thousands of dollars'' by 
building PD time into the school day She said the current 
method of extending the day for teachers to attend 
PD could cost around $3,000 extra to meet contractual 
agreements with teachers. 

The TLC subgroup consists of Center School 
Principal Rose Bowman, ORRJHS Principal Kevin 
Brogioli, ORRHS Principal Mike Devoll, RMS Principal 
Derek Medeiros, Sippican School Principal Lyn Rivet, and 
Frangos. 

Frangos added that delayed start, which would 
require teachers to attend school at the same time but 
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have students arrive two hours later in the morning, 
would provide for more valuable PD and teacher 
interaction time to supplement the gaps in between 
currently scheduled PD dates that are months apart. 

"We feel it's money well spent, but when we drop 
off a cliff. . said Frangos, ''What happens is we have this 
unfolding of great strategy and wisdom..." But, what 
educators need, added Frangos, is more time to digest the 
material and more cohesiveness in between PD days. 

As a way to have less of an impact on families on 
the eight proposed delayed start dates, Frangos suggested 
low-cost morning activities for students arriving at 
the regular start time or a "morning daycare" could be 
introduced. 

School Committee member Christine Marcolini 
identified the impact delayed start would have on 
families as her main concern. 

Older students are more independent, said 
Marcolini. "My concern is that you are going to have a lot 
of elementary students who are going to need to come to 
school [at the regular time]," said Marcolini. 

Marcolini asked how parents who have to work 
would manage on delayed start days, asking if they 
would need to rely on the Recreation Department or the 
YMCA program. 

"That's an expense that we'll be putting on our 
families. I have a concern about that," Marcolini said. 

School Committee Chairman Joseph Scott 
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pointed out that delayed start would provide for 16 
more hours of PD during the school year, but that would 
mean 16 hours of missed instructional time for students 
- something else Marcolini did not support, although 
she expressed support for the high school program. High 
school students can take care of themselves, but younger 
students have higher needs, she stated. 

Last year, the district moved away from early 
dismissal half-days to provide for more weeks of 
uninterrupted learning. 

Scott acknowledged that Frangos' proposal was 
only a draft, but said eight delayed start days was just too 
much. The committee then wondered what a fair balance 
would look like. 

Marcolini suggested looking at staff meeting as 
a way to provide further PD, utilizing the ORR School 
District's Google Docs program as an efficient way to 
disseminate information while using ''pockets of time 
creatively." 

Rivet told the committee that staff meetings occur 
once a month for one hour, as per teacher contracts, and 
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the time is devoted to social/ emotional PD. 

Marcolini suggested polling parents to see if they 
would support the proposed delayed start program. 

"A 10:30 start, in my world, would be an absolute 
nightmare,'' said Marcolini, as a parent, calling it "a tough 
sell for the community/' 

Also during the meeting. Superintendent Doug 
White briefed the committee on the status of the fiscal 
year 2016 school budget, providing a level-funded budget 
and a second draft budget that would increase slightly 
to make the assistant principal a full-time position and 
reinstate the enrichment position from a .5 position to a 
1.0. 

The second draft budget shows a $166,000, or 
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three-percent, increase from FY15. The level-funded 
budget draft proposes a $132,000, or 2.4-percent, increase 
overall. 

"I think we're covered very well no matter what 
happens,'' said Scott regarding the response from the 
Marion Finance Committee. "I think it's probably one of 
the easiest budgets we've ever had." 

The public hearing and presentation of the FY16 
school budget to the public will be at the next scheduled 
Marion School Committee meeting on March 4 at 6:30 pm 
at the Marion Town House. 

"^During the Rochester School Committee meeting on 
February 5, Frangos introduced a new draft to her PD proposal, 
suggesting reinstating four half-days that were eliminated last 
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year from the school calendar. The Rochester School Committee 
did not react with strong opposition to the proposal as did 
Marion toward delayed start. 

Preliminary School Budget Reviewed 

Rochester School Committee

On February 5, the Rochester School Committee 
reviewed the preliminary Fiscal Year 2016 budget that 
Robin Rounseville and Tina Rood - the budget sub- 
committee - had prepared. Rood cautioned that the 
budget being presented was a "work in process'' and not 
yet complete. A final budget will be completed in March 
for public review. 

Superintendent Douglas White noted that 
the modest 2.9 percent increase was primarily due to 
operating and maintenance expenses. The total budget 
figure sits at $1.8 million. 

White pointed out a decrease of $33,000 in 
transportation costs and an increase of $20,000 in 
technology, which is precipitated by the need to acquire 
new devices for the PARCC assessment. 

A major feature of the new PARCC assessment 
program is the manner in which students are engaged in 
the art and science of reading. This was detailed by Dr. 
Elise Frangos, Assistant Superintendent of Curriculum 
and Instruction, during her report to the committee. 

She said that students will be challenged and 
involved with reading and developing skills at every 
opportunity, not only during a reading assignment. Using 
a 'transmedia' approach, students and teachers will 
have a more enriched reading and writing educational 
experience. 

Frangos also reported on the Bay State Reading 
Intuitive, another integrated reading program in which 
she strongly believes. In this program, teachers learn 
how to become reading coaches. She plans to attend a 
workshop on the program along with several senior 
department heads in the district to learn more. 

During White's central office report, he reminded 
the members that snow days have to be made up at the 
end of the year as mandated by the state. He also told 
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them about mobile fingerprinting units that will be on- 
site for teachers and other staff members. This is part 
of new state regulations for more intensive background 
reviews. 

In his printed newsletter White states: ''All school 
employees, including educators, maintenance staff, cafeteria 
workers, bus drivers, and employees of contractors who work in 
the schools and may have direct and unmonitored contact with 
children are required to complete the new national background 
check by the end of the 2016 school year. " Volunteers will 
still be required to submit to state CORI checks at least 
once every three years, but will not be required to submit 
fingerprints for national screening. 

The mobile unit will visit each town in the

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What's Being Wasted in the Lunchroom? 

ORR Update

Lunchtime, for many students, is the highlight of 
the school day. 

This break of between 20-25 minutes gives Old 
Rochester Regional High School students a chance to 
catch up with friends and talk, relax, and of course, use 
their cell phones. 

One topic that is not likely discussed much at 
lunch tables is the amount of food that is wasted during 
each lunch. 

The majority of students do not finish their entire 
lunch, which usually features a main dish as well as one 
to three sides. Although this issue is not one that is a 
fixture in everyday student conversation, it is one that 
many students are strongly opinionated about when 
questioned. 

A limited survey of 20 students found that about 
85 percent believe food waste is an issue in the school 
cafeteria. 

When assessing the problem, it is important to 
acknowledge that virtually no whole meals are being 
thrown out. The problem, from what interviewed 
students suggested, is that side dishes are routinely being 
dumped. 

'T understand that the sides are served so that 
kids have a full lunch,'' said sophomore Noah Tavares, 



"but students shouldn't be forced to eat what they're not 
going to eat." 

So says senior Ben DeMello, "If there were smaller 
portions or less sides being served, waste wouldn't be an 
issue. The main dish is not the issue." 

Both students agreed that vegetables are the most 
likely item to get dumped on a student's tray. 

Junior Jacob Castelo insisted that the school not be 
blamed for the waste problem. 

"They have state standards to meet when it comes 
to lunch food, so it's in no way their fault," said Castelo. 

For a way to limit waste, Castelo suggested a rise 
in healthy choices. 

"I see a lot of students over at the sandwich area 
where the food is healthy," said Castelo. "Maybe that area 
could be expanded to help limit waste." 

Brianna Grignetti, also a junior, thinks that giving 
students more of a choice in what sides they eat can 
combat the problem. 

"For example, if a student doesn't want to 
eat celery," said Grignetti, "it shouldn't be on their 
tray," reinforcing the point that Tavares made. 

Many students surveyed praised the variety of 
options the lunchroom provides. 

"The variety the lunchroom has for main dishes is 
good for all students," Tavares said. "For example, there 
are plenty of options toppings- wise when it comes to the 
pizza." 

Junior Teagan Walsh lauded the fruit, drink, and 
snack selections, but said it is sometimes tough to eat your 
intended meal if you have the later lunch. 

Some options have now been put on the table, 
and it will be interesting to see if the way food is served 
in the lunchroom changes during the upcoming school 
years. With some students craving healthy options and 
others looking past them, there is no telling how ORR's 
cafeteria choices will look in future school years. 

Food Service Director Caitlin Meagher could not 
be reached for comment.

Boys' Basketball: The Bulldogs suffered their 
second loss of the season in their lone game of the week 
against non-conference Martha's Vineyard. The Bulldogs 
were down 35-32 at the half, and the deficit increased in 
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the third quarter when the Vineyarders outscored ORR 
by nine points. However, the Bulldogs fought back to put 
up an impressive final quarter. With just a minute left to 
play, the game was tied 61-61, and it looked as if ORR was 
going to pull off the impressive fourth-quarter comeback. 
However, the Vineyard capitalized on a Bulldog turnover 
to take a 64-61 lead, and the Bulldogs were never able 
to recover. Noah Fernandas was the lead scorer for the 
Bulldogs, recording 18 points. Ryan Beatty also played 
well, scoring 16 points. With the loss, the Bulldogs' record 
stands at 13-2, with a perfect 13-0 conference record. 

Girls' Basketball: The girls' basketball team had 
a fantastic week, defeating two tough teams to improve 
their record to 10-6 and officially qualify for the state 
tournament. The Lady Bulldogs first defeated non- 
conference New Bedford 44-36. The girls got out to an 
early 31-18 lead at the half and managed to fight a New 
Bedford comeback in the fourth quarter to secure the 
victory. Olivia Labbe was the lead scorer on the night, 
recording 11 points to lead the Lady Bulldogs offensively. 
Later in the week, the girls defeated Dighton-Rehoboth 
39-34 to win their tenth game of the season and officially 
qualify for the MIAA state tournament later this winter. 
Senior captains Kaleigh Goulart and Morgan Browning 
led ORR with 10 points apiece. 

Boys' Track: The boys' and girls' track teams 
competed in the annual SCC Championship this week, 
and both teams posted impressive results. On the boys' 
side, seniors Kevin Saccone and Ben Rounseville were 
the stars of the day, going 1-2, respectively, in both the 
high jump and the 55-meter hurdles. Together Saccone 
and Rounseville provided 36 pivotal points to help the 
Bulldogs to a second-place finish with 72 overall points, 
with only Seekonk edging out ORR by 5 points. Other 
impressive performances for the boys included Hunter 
Parker in the mile (3rd, 5:04), Will Hopkins in the 
300-meter dash (2nd, 40.45 seconds). Hunter Cooney in 
the 55-meter dash (3rd, 7.01 seconds), and the 4x400 relay 
team, which was comprised of Hopkins, Saccone, Ben 
Dion, and Kyle Sherman, and placed second overall. 

Girls' Track: The girls' team also competed in 
the SCC Championship this week and claimed their fifth 
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consecutive title, scoring an incredible 159 points, which 
is believed to be a meet record for the most points ever 
scored by one team. The girls outscored their nearest 
competition, Wareham, by 110 points thanks to several 
first place finishes. Winners for the Lady Bulldogs 
included Arden Goguen (55-meter dash), Zoe Smith 
(55-meter hurdles, high jump), Nina Bourgeois (1000 
meters), and Nicole Mattson (600 meters). Junior Emily 
Josephson led a girls' sweep in the mile, as ORR took the 
top five spots in the distance race to provide 30 points to 
the Lady Bulldog's championship. With the conclusion of 
league races, the ORR track teams now look towards the 
Division V State Meet, which will be held at the Reggie 
Lewis Center in Boston on Sunday, February 15. 

Ice Hockey: The ORR/Fairhaven Bulldogs 
wrapped up a productive week, defeating two tough 
teams by large margins to advance their record to a strong 
13-3. The boys first defeated GNB Voc-Tech 5-0, with five 
different Bulldogs scoring: ORR's Zach Peterson and 
Landon Goguen, and Fairhaven's Jeremy Lawton, Mike 
Lygren, and Evan Stanley. Goalie Chase Cunningham 
made seven saves in net to earn another shutout in his 
impressive debut season as starting goalie. The Bulldogs 
then easily defeated Dartmouth 8-1 thanks to strong 
offensive performances by Lawton and Lygren, who each 
scored twice. Other goals for the Bulldogs came from 
Peterson, Sam Henrie, Shane Mathews, Cam Sylvia, and 
Dan Ren wick, who notched his first varsity goal in the 
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game.

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) will hold a public hearing on Thursday, 
March 5 at 7:00 pm at the Old Hammondtown School. The 
hearing will consider public comments about the large 
pier proposed for a private home at 3 Goodspeed Island. 
The proposed pier will be a 290-foot long pile-supported 
structure with a floating dock and 75-foot long wave 
attenuator structure at the southern end. The design will 
allow slips for one to two boats in 30 inches of water at 
mean low tide. Complete plans for the pier can be viewed 
at the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission office at 
Town Hall. 

More than 200 citizens have formed the Friends 
of Mattapoisett Harbor to oppose the pier as presently 
designed. We believe the proposed pier is far too large 
for the proposed site, and will create environmental harm 
as well as limit the rights of the public to use the waters, 
bottom and shoreline of inner Mattapoisett Harbor. We

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husband, Larry, a history teacher. In Lillard Hall, the 
school displayed many of Davis' portraits of well-known 
people like Charles Lindberg, actor Lionel Barrymore and 
explorer Raold Amundsen, but no one seemed to know 
much of the story of the artist, or why Tabor Academy 
seemed to have such an extensive collection of her work. 
When she learned Davis was a local woman who had 
lived on Water Street, Bidstrup became determined to 
find out more and set to work on what has since become 
a passion to memorialize Cecil Clark Davis and celebrate 
her work. 

Running down leads and contacts over the years, 
Bidstrup acquired Cecil Clark Davis' dairies, letters, 
photographs, a guest book, address book and other 
personal effects. This treasure trove opened intriguing 
questions that continued to pique Bidstrup' s interest: 
''Who was Walter Damrosch, and why was Ethel

Waves. Starring Baron Geisler and Ilona Struzik. 
Directed by Don Gerardo Frasco. Running time: 88 
minutes. No MPAA rating. 

Anyone in the market for a romantic movie 
might want to forego Fifty Shades of Grey and 
look for the Phillipines-set (but mostly English- 
speaking) independent film Waves. Some have 
likened the movie to Terrence Malick's To the Wonder, 
a comparison that might hurt it among Malick 
acolytes and detractors alike; let's say that Waves 
has its contemplative side, a healthy appreciation 
for luscious travelogue shots (most of the story 
unfolds on an island), and a leisurely pace, but none 
of Malick' s confounding narration or musings on 
Nature vs. Grace. It's simply the story of two friends 
who become more than that. 

Elegantly composed by director/ 
cinematographer Don Gerardo Frasco, Waves sets up 
a meeting between a man, Ross (Baron Geisler), and 
a woman, Sofia (Ilona Struzik), who used to know 
each other back in New York. Sofia is a model now; 
Ross drinks alone a lot. Sofia needs to get back to 
New York, and her fiance, for a modeling gig. Ross 
suggests she stick around a couple of days. After 
some thought, Sofia agrees, and before long they 
are sailing, swimming, and sleeping together on the 
aforementioned gorgeous island. 

As such, the narrative is uncluttered. It 
focuses on the shifts of emotion between the two 
new lovers, flipping an old cliche by making the 
man overly sensitive and the woman noncommittal 
~ Ross wants more than a two-day fling, Sofia 
doesn't know what she wants. Geisler, well-known 
in villainous roles in Filipino movies, and Struzik, 
an actual model, enact their conflict quietly, without 




overplaying. They seem like adults, which are 
in short supply in current mainstream cinema. 
Again, the drama and occasional comedy of two 
people dealing with their mutual attraction and its 
attendant complications are better handled here than 
in the contemporaneous callow spank-a-thon that is 
Hollywood's idea of a Valentine's Day event. 

Occasionally the director indulges a bit 
much in jump cuts, and some of the shots are static 
enough that I got distracted trying to work out who 
was pictured on Ross's t-shirt. By and large, though, 
Frasco has a satisfying respect for subtlety. He likes 
sunsets and underwater footage, but he also knows 
that the camera's ultimate subject is what Faulkner 
called the human heart in conflict with itself. The 
picture-postcard images complement the romance 
rather than competing with it or symbolizing it. 

Another sign of an adult sensibility in Waves 
is that it avoids a happy ending, which isn't the 
same as saying it has a sad ending. It just has an 
ending, which seems to point towards events past 
the end credits. Will Ross and Sofia wind up together 
forever? Who knows? They don't. The ending finds 
the lovers apart, but the movie suggests they'll 
reunite, whereas most Hollywood romances end 
with the lovers together while we doubt they'll stay 
that way for long. Do we care about Ross and Sofia's 
future? We like them, and we like them together, and 
that's just about the best that a movie which isn't 
trying to be manipulative can do.
